INCH OF SNOW HERE, 


RETURN BOUT WITH 
WINTER PREDICTED 


(Picture on Page 3A.) 


An inch of snow fell on the 
downtown area this morning, and 
the weatherman predicted that 
St. Louisans were in for a re- 
newed siege of winter. Meteor- 
ologist Harry F. Wahlgren fore- 
cast a low temperature near 10 
or 15 degrees above zéro Wednes- 
day morning. 

The Express Highway was 
closed to traffic at 11 a.m. be- 


p.m. after the snow had meiteu. 

Wahlgren predicted that the 
mercury would begin to fall to- 
night, reaching about 35 early to- 
morrow morning and continuing 
its decline throughout the day. 

Wahlgren said a low-pressure 
area to the west of the city and 
a high pressure area bringing 
low temperatures from the north 
were the cause of the bad weath- 
er.

“It won’t get that bad here,” 
he said, “but it sure is going to 
put a quick stop to all this talk 
about an early spring in St. 
Louis.” 


FAIRBANKS, ALASKA, 
SKIDS TO 60-BELOW 
IN NEW COLD WAVE 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Jan. 21 
(AP)——The temperature fell to 60 
degrees below zero yesterday and 
Fairbanks’s 20,000 residents shiv- 
ered in their second cold spell in 
10 days. The bitter weather held 
most of the Far North in its grip. 
It was 78 below zero at Snag on 
the Alaska-Canada border and 
many interior Alaska points re- 
ported readings of 70 below or 
colder. 

A dense fog which always forms 
when the mercury drops below 
minus 54 forced scheduled air- 
lines to cancel flights to and from 
Fairbanks. The occasional plane 
that did arrive took off again be- 
fore its engines got cold. 

Taxi cabs were doing a rushing 
business as the cold stalled 
private automobiles. 

Deliverymen for groceries had 
to race around their routes. If 
they tarried with a load of gro- 
ceries, they would have apples 
as hard as rocks, eggs that 
smashed like glass and canned 
goods that had frozen and bulged 
the container.

Capt. Hybki said the crash 
came just five minutes after the 
crew had obfained the last “fix” 
on their position. 

“The air was turbulent,” said 
the pilot, “tossing the plane up 
700 to 800 feet at times. A blind- 
ing snowstorm prevented seeing 
the mountain. 

“There was a blinding flash— 
we may have hit some trees first 
—as the plane crashed.” 

Capt. Hybki and Scargall were 
thrown out together as the pla: 
made its wild plunge. Three men 
“rode the wreckage all the way 
down.” 

‘They were Sgt. Charles Hartke, 
radio operator from Chicago; the 
co-pilot, Capt. Kenneth Sentner 
of Tacoma, and Sgt. Edgar 
Farmer, radar observer from 
Waynesboro, Ga. 

Wreckage Afire. 


The plane caught fire after tne 
wreckage came to a stop, but the 
men had time to roll out sleeping 
bags and emergency. equipment. 

In the morning they lit flares 
and smoke bombs to attract res- 
cuers. They also traced out in the 
snow the werd “Land,” followed 
by a large “P.” Their meaning 
was “land a para-medic team.” 

“We saw three planes come 
over this morning,” said Hartke. 
“One of them circled and we 
knew we'd been found, Then when 
that Coast Guard helicopter came 
over it was the most welcome 
sight I’ve ever had ir. my life.”

Gordon H. MacLane, made five 
trips through snow squalls to car- 
ry out survivors and carry ‘in 
rescue crews.

His Biggest Headache. 

In going over the budget with 
reporters at a half-hour press 
conference, Truman said the 
preparation of this one had given 
him the biggest headache of all 
those he had worked on as.Presi- 
dent and as a member of the 
Appropriations Committee. 

If the fiscal year that ended 
last June is a guide, the deficits 
for this year and next may not 
be so great as the President fore- 
cast. 

In his budget message last Jan- 
uary, he forecast a deficit of 16.4 
billions for this year if no new 
taxes were voted. Some new taxes 
were voted but not enough to re- 
duce the 1952 deficit to the 8.2 
billions he now predicts. In that 
same message, he said that at the 
end of the fiscal year that ended 
last June the deficit would be 2.7 
billions. Instead there was a sur- 
plus of 3.5 billions. 

Snyder’s Comment. 

Treasury Secretary Snyder, who 
attended the Saturday press con- 
ference, said that the budget for 
1952 had been based on a total 
personal income of 251 billion 
dollars. In November, the latest 
month for which figures are 
available, the annual personal in- 
come was running at the rate of 
256.7 billions and is likely to go 
higher. 

The 1953 budget, Snyder said, 
was based on total personal in- 
come of 265 billions.

They 
also had speculated that Russia 
might agree to admit Libya as a 
gesture to the Arab states, which 
have been urging it.

Malik submitted a resolution 
calling on the General Assembly 
to ask the Security Council to ad- 
mit Albania, Bulgaria, Hungary, 
Romania, Outer Mongolia, Fin- 
land, Ireland, Italy, Portugal, 
Nepal, Ceylon, Jordan, Austria 
and Libya at the same time.

LILLE, France, Jan. 21 (UP)— 
Mustapha Moustaphaoui, 29-year- 
old Algerian boxer who once héld 
the French flyweight title, died in 
a hospital today from injuries 
suffered when he was knocked 
out in a bout at nearby Roubaix 
last night.

Time for Thought. 
N THIS semester interim for 
basketball, perhaps there will 
be time for each fan, each 
coach, each writer, and each 
and every person in anyway 
connected with the game to re- 
flect upon such developments. 


Sports crowds, it seems to us, 
have an inalienable right to be 
partisan to some degree. It’s 
the degree that matters. And 
in basketball, frequently played 
in a closely confined hall, the 
fan~«Coach-player relationship 
can quickly become too per- 
sonal. 

We believe that the greatest 
control of sportsmanlike con- 
duct at basketball gamcs is in 
the hands of the coaches of the 
contending teams. To be con- 
vinced, you need only to hear 
the suddenly rising roar of a 
crowd, the change of tone into 
almost a snarl when a home 
team coach jumps off the bench 
and shouts abuse at & game of- 
ficial.

More Variety at the Symphony 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The annual drive for the maintenance 
fund of the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra has been launched. That this'splen- 
did symphonic organization—the second 
oldest in the country—merits the sup- 
port of all music lovers cannot be ques- 
tioned, especia‘ly as long as subsidies 
from city and state are not forthcoming. 

St. Louis surely will not imperil the 
existence of its orchestra, and will rally 
again as in the past to uphold its long 
tradition as an outstanding musical cen- 

‘ter of the first order. 

Many reasons can be given why the 
St.Louis Symphony Society has in- 
creasing difficulties in soliciting the 
necessary funds. In public discussions 
one point, however, is rarely given. 

I am referring to programming. 

Leafing through the programs for the 
last six seasons you will find that cer- 
tain works have been played again and 
again (for example: Ravel: La Valse, 
six times; Brahms: Symphony I, six 
times; Rachmaninoff-Symphony II, five 
times; Weber: Oberon Overture, five 
times; Debussy: La Mer, four times; 
Schoenberg: Transfigured Night, four 
times—etc., etc.) while others have been 
utterly neglected. 

For example (aside from a guest con- 
ductor’s program) we have heard one 
Haydn Symphony in six years, never 
Mozart’s “Jupiter,” nor Beethoven's 
“Pastorale,” to mention only a few obvi- 
ous omissions from the works of the 
regular repertoire. 

There are untold lesser-known compo- 
sitions of both the classical and modern 
period available on excellent phono- 
graph records—a fact the music-loving 
public is well aware of. 


I am convinced that a less conserva-. 


tive and repetitious programming would 
draw a much wider audience and a far 
greater support from all of us. This 
suggestion should be most seriously 
considered as the Symphony Society's 
contribution to maintain our city’s or- 
chestra. —_ BRUNO JOHNKE, | 


Weighing a Bargain 
Whether a bargain is good or bad still depends 
pretty much on the side from which it is seen. 
Thus the Associated Press opines that “Churchill 
apparently gained as much or more than he 


yielded in his two-week visit.” But The New 


- York Times says the British feel that “for every 


concession Mr. Churchill gained in Washington 
he has had to make two or three.” They are not 
very happy. about it, and the Prime Minister 
may expect some sharp questions when Parlia- 
ment meets again on Jan. 29. 

Most substantial among the Churchill gains 
probably are 1,000,000 tons of American steel in 
exchange for British tin and aluminum. But the 
‘metals are to be paid for in American dollars, 
and it is not yet certain that the result .will not 


* be a further drain on Britain’s rapidly diminish- 
‘Gng dollar reserves. In any event, Britain was 


¥ 


“fairly sure of getting the steel, visit or no visit, 
because without it, there would have been no 
chance of fulfilling British military commitments. 

The Prime Minister also was assured that the 


. United States would launch no atomic attacks 


from bases in Britain without British consent. 
But this also was fairly definite before his ar- 
rival in Washington. Any other arrangement 
would have meant a surrender of British sover- 
eignty to the point at which the nation might 
have been involved in war against its own will. 

The British desire for a sharing of atomic in- 
formation was met only to the extent that a 
committee of British scientists may now ask a 
committee of American scientists for specific 
data. It will be entirely up to the Americans to 
grant the request or to turn it down. To the 
British, this is a sharp disappointment. 

Also disappointing at home is Mr. Churchill’s 
capitulation on the issue of an American admiral 
in command of Western defense naval forces. 
This was mitigated only slightly by extending 
British control over British coastal ‘waters. 

The Prime Minister’s promise of further sup- 
port of American policy in the Far East, espe- 
cially in the event of a breakdown in the Ko- 
rean truce negotiations, has been most disturbing 
of all in Britain. Commentators hurried to ex- 
plain that Mr. Churchill’s words must not be 
taken as a pledge of British troops, planes or 
ships in any action against Red China. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s London Express has criti- 
cized Mr. Churchill in strong language, and even 


such restrained papers as the London Times and | 


Manchester Guardian have expressed disappoint- 
ment. They certainly do not see the fruits of the 
Prime Minister’s visit as the Associated Press 
sees them. 

- Maybe it was inevitable that Mr. Churchill 
should have found the Americans harder bar- 
gainers than they were during the war and in 
the immediate postwar years. And maybe Mr. 
Churchill achieved intangible gains in the 
strengthening of the British-American partner- 
ship which outweigh the British disappointments. 
But one thing is sure, those who feared that 
President Truman and his advisers might be 
charmed out of house and home by the British 
hero now can stop worrying. 
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A Freshman Lectures the G.O.P. 


The Republican National Committee, meeting 

in San Francisco, heard speeches in behalf of the 
various presidential candidates and allocated 
delegates for the national convention. It also did 
nothing in the matter of Chairman Guy Gabriel- 
son. , 
Mr. Gabrielson, while chairman of the party, 
received fees from Carthage Hydrocol, Inc., for 
services rendered in representing the company 
before RFC and other Government agencies. 

The Republicans have been happy to attack 
Democratic party officials for dealings with the 


* RFC, but unwilling to apply the same standards 


to their own party chairman. At San Francisco, 
the party leaders were embarrassed, but that’s 
all, by a telegram from Rep. George Meader, a 
freshman Republican from Michigan, 

Mr. Meader formerly served as counsel for 
the Fulbright subcommittee which investigated 
the RFC. Drawing on that experience, Mr. 


Meader told the national committeemen that’ 


Mr. Gabrielson “is unqualified to be the spokes- 
man cf the Republican party.” Mr. Meader went 
on: 


The public has tne right to expect a stand- 
ard bof ethics and conduct in the head of a 
political party above that defined by the 
criminal laws. It is sufficient to point out 
that, if Mr. Gabrielson had been a member 
of Congress rather than the chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, his receipt 
of fees for services rendered on behalf of a 
client doing business with the Government 
would be illegal.

A fisherman does not have to do any of this 
kind of pretending. As soon as he gets the 
Christmas tree out of the way, he can get his 
rods out. They probably need a bit of winding 
here and a touch of varnish there. Anyway, it’s 
good to have the feel of a rod in the hand again 
—even if you can’t do any fly casting in the 
living room. 

Then there is the tackle-box to be gone 
through—to see whether your flies include all 
the types mentioned in the latest magazine piece 
on the subject. Lines call for inspection. And 
since no fisherman ever got in the way of 
Christmas gifts quite all the gear he wanted, 
there are the catalogues to be studied. This, 
however, must be done with some caution since 
it can call painful attention to the gap between 
the heart’s desire and the pocketbook. But usu- 
ally there will be enough recollections of big 
ones caught and big ones that got away to in- 
duce an unquenchable euphoria. 

The above spiritual exercises, of course, tan 
be performed by a solitary man, But they are 
more efficacious in the company of a fishing 
friend or two. Such companions insure good 
talk of past achievements and of feats to come. 
And they lead to an exchange of invitations. 
One man has been asked to Oregon to try for 
steelheads. Another is reminded of a wonderful 
stream full of rainbows in Colorado. And still 
another knows of an almost unreachable spot 
in Northern Michigan where fish, fabulous fish 
are simply waiting for your lure. 

After a while, of course, you shorten your 
range—down to. about a day’s drive or so. But 
that is no anti-climax. Quite the contrary. That’s 
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when you begin circling dates on the new cal- 
endar. 


Yes, fishing is wonderful—even when you only 
dream about it—the perfect tonic for these days 
of snow and sleet and slush. 


Truman Is, Truman Isn’t 

First comes Marquis Child’s report from a 
“White House aid” that President Truman plans 
to run for his old Senate seat from Missouri 
and favors Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois 
for the presidential nomination, Right on the 
heels of that comes Jocally the contrary report 
that President Truman is backing Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the seat held by Republican Senator 
Kem and that Mr, Truman himself will prob- 
ably run for another term as President. 

The citizen, particularly the Missourian, may 
wonder how to reconcile these diametfically op- 
posed pieces of speculative news. The answer 
is that this is presidential election year and a 
considerable measure of conflicting reports about 
a President who has not announced is pretty 
much inevitable. In his last year in the White 
House Calvin Coolidge puzzled his own party as 
well as the country. The political historians 
still do not know for sure what he meant when 
he said, Aug. 2, 1927: “I do ‘hot choose to run.” 


Though it is discounted in advance there is. 


a possibility that the candidacy of Attorney 
General Taylor will discourage other possible 
candidates for the Democratic nomination for 
Senator and thus hold the field fairly clear for 
President Truman should he decide to submit 
his name for the August primary. Certainly it 
would be politically smarter to have an under- 
standing of that nature than to permit several 
candidates, including Gov. Smith, to file and 
launch campaigns, only to find that Mr. Truman 
had entered at the last minute. 

The President may well keep his intentions 
dark as long as possible. That is what is usually 
done to retain maximum influence. He may 
let his plans be known much earlier. There will 
be a lot of guessing but there is no telling for 
a certainty until H.S.T. himself speaks. If he 
has the congressional example of John Quincy 
Adams and Andrew Johnson in mind he has 
until April 29, the last filing date in Missouri— 
if the usual procedure is followed. 

Meanwhile those who count themselves un- 
usually observant as political wiseacres may try 
to make something of the fact that it is J. E. 
Taylor and not Forrest Smith who is warming 
up on the primary track. 
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Ethics Begins at the-Grass Roots 

A great deal is being spoken and written about 
ethics in government these days and much of it 
has sharp point. In the end conduct is largely 
individual and society is good or bad as indi- 
viduals are good or bad. In short ethics in gov- 
ernment starts at the grass roots. 

That is what James O. Monroe Jr., City Attor- 
ney of Collinsville, shows in his incisive articles 
in The Collinsville Herald, excerpts from which 
appear in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. If 
the people of every community would only see 
that “everybody loses” when bribery and pay-offs 
control local political life, American government 
would be far better all the way to the top in 
Washington. 
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End of the Lustron Story 

The Lustron story, with its hopes of shiny 
new enameled houses rolling off assembly lines 
for the American people, is finally ended. Finis 
was written when the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation dropped its suit for $15,500,000 lent 
to Lustron, and presumably got patent rights in 
return. That is about all the RFC did get. 

Yet the prefabricated housing industry in 
America is stronger than ever, untouched by 
Lustron’s demise. And machine-made houses 
are here to stay. 

Carl Strandlund, Lustron’s president, had 
promised in 1946 to produce 100 houses a day 
to sell at $7000. But in three years his firm 
sold only 2000 houses at about $11,000 each. 
His beautifully-tooled plant was an engineering 
model of sorts; it could ‘produce. But what it 
could produce Lustron could not sell. It never 
mastered the distribution problem. 

By way of contrast, there are several compa- 
nies now in the prefabricated field, doing in 
part what Lustron hoped to do without benefit 
‘of such publicity or vast federal loans. National 
Homes, Inc., of Indiana, for example, produced 
11,000 prefabricated houses last year, at prices 
ranging from about $8000 to $13,000 depending 
on size. That is 30 a day against the 100 a day 
that Lustron only dreamed of and never came 
close to attaining. 

National Homes and others in the field know 
that mass production has to be accompanied by 
mass consumption. They are succeeding where 
Lustron failed. Above all, they are proving, 
though yet in a small way, that American pro- 
ductive genius can be turned to home building 
where medieval methods still are the rule. 
Their progress indicates that the prefabricated 
housing story may be only beginning with the 
end of Lustron. 
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Tip for Congressional Orators 

The OPS released, well in advance of the time 
of its delivery, “excerpts from an extemporane- 
ous speech” to be made by one of its officials at 
a luncheon in Boston. Congressional orators are 
sure to make much of this unique use of the 
word. It might also be a tip for them to have 
their speeches written out before they rise to 
make stirring and extemporaneous defense of the 
Capehart amendment, 


Red Victory in India 

The Communists have elected their first dele- 
gate to the Indian Federal Parliament, and in 
Travancore-Cochin they have made gains big 
enough to deprive Prime Minister Nehru’s Con- 
gress party of its majority position in the pro- 
vincial Parliament. Congress won 44 seats to 
the Communist United Front’s 31, but with 33 
seats going to lesser groups, it seems*that new 
elections will have to bé held unless an unlikely 
coalition can be formed against the Reds. 

These developments hardly presage a Red 
India, but they do indicate substantial gains in 
the strength of the Left. And as is so often the 
case, Poverty has been the Reds’ campaign man- 
ager. He will have to be circumvented, and this 
can hardly be done by making speeches a 
democracy to hungry and unlettered Indians. 
The cure, as Ambassador Bowles said, is a full 
stomach. 

There are limits to what the United States can 
do in the way of direct aid. But election year 
or not, Congress should not forget President 
Truman's Indian farmer who raised his wheat 
yield from 13 to 63 bushels the acre under the 
Point Four program. For far less than it would 
cost the United States to feed backward peo- 
ples, we can help them to learn to feed them- 
selves.

That is what crazy people do. “The 
vital stability of a nation like that of a 
man, depends upon achieving at least a 
minimum of reality and consistency in the 
basic beliefs by which it lives.

A brief list of items is enough to show 
that the gambling obsession has distracted 
attention and resulted in inactivity in fe- 
gard to many important county matters:

sion, county facilities, human relations, 
public aid, administration of justice, un- 
solved crimes, crime prevention. ... 


So long as gambling and its aspects are 
the major obsession of the state's attor- 
ney, of the sheriff, of major law enforce- 
ment and police officers and of the other 
candidates who must run with them, and 
so long as the struggle for power in the 
gambling situation is the major issue in 
political elections, other fields of whole- 
some activities will be neglected. 

The business man, the lawyer, the ac- 
countant who asks for and accepts a “fa- 
vor” from a politician, is in no ‘position 
to object when the politielan extends his 
“favor” to the gambler who helped in his 
election. 


A Reflection of Insanity

We have no federal judgeships, no fed- 
eral district attorneys or assistants. Our 
last United States Senator was Lyman 
Trumbull. We have had no Congressman 
since Robert Smith of Alton, 1859! Can- 
didates for Governor and other state-wide 
elective offices have come from elsewhere. 


Aside from the insubstantial and hit-or- 
miss return for all but a top few, all 
gamblers are by the nature of the business 
subject to one of its occupational diseases 
~—high living. There is usually very little 
to show for months or years of hard 
“work.” And a life-long gambler is as 
likely as not to die broke. 


How Crime Is Rationalized 


But the losing does not end there. A 
gambler cannot continue long in his “pro- 
fession” without being smirched for what 
he is. Most average citizens may speak to 
him on the street—they may not invite 
him into the parler. 


Finally, a criminal crowd which puts a 
bomb under Bill Burton’s front porch or 
rifle bullets through Austin Lewis’s win- 
dows might at any time direct its firing 
at a displeasing rival. 


Money (on any stable or steady income 
basis), a normal life, health, peace of 
mind, peace of soul, friendship, prestige, 
family stability, self-respect, freedom, civil 
rights, even life itself; these are among the 


‘things the gamblers stand to lose. 


The toleration of gambling and the 
crime that follows it is rationalized on 
many grounds, All of them are fallacious: 
(1: Gambling is a human trait, inherent 
and impossible to curb. (2) You cannot 
legalize the Ten Commandments. (3) 
Gambling is “good” for a community. (4) 
Charitable organizations require gdmbling 
for their funds. (5) Political parties and 
politicians must have contributions of 
gamblers. (6) “People” do not want 
gambling laws enforced. (7) “Local, non- 
criminal, non-hoodlum, non-commercial- 
ized gambling is “okay.” 

When the people, through their elected 
representatives, have said that the risks 
of betting money on uncertain events are 
risks we do not want taken, and when 
those who want to make their living by 
betting money illegally are in the 
process to corrupt our leaders and frus- 
trate democracy, then we are concerned. 


“Does Anybody Give a Damn?” 


With the public, the individual business 
man, the householder or citizen, and cer- 
tainly with the politicians, the whole mat- 
ter may come to a question of values, 
to a question of what we want in life. Do . 
we want a wholesome community? Do we 
care enough? Must it always be a matter ° 
of short term personal gain? Does any- 
body give a damn? 

Just as everybody loses, so everybody 
is to blame. The continued tolerance of 
public life dominated by the gambling 
obsession is a public mystery that can be 
put down to nothing more than an exhibi- 
tion of mass indifference or mass stupid- 
ity.

Between Book Ends 


250 Years of the American Stage 

A HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN THEATER, 1700-/9sS0, 
by Gienn Hughes. (Semuel French, 542 pgs., in- 
cluding Index, $5.) 

Prof. Glenn Hughes, director of the 
School of Drama at the University of 
Ww n, is a man of courage, perse- 
verance, and ability. This fact he has clear- 
ly demonstrated by the amazing successes 
he has achieved in building up the depart- 
ment entrusted to his care, and establish- 
ing on the campus two theaters which ‘op- 
erate almost continuously and supply Seat- 
tle with most of its dramatic entertainment. 

These- same qualities which have ac- 
complished: so*much have inspired him to 
attempt and to carry successfully 
an undertaking iri another field, one which 
would certainly give pause to a less adven- 
turous spirit. This was to compile a his- 
tory of two hundred and fifty years of the 
American stage, and compress it all into 
496 pages. Starting off with the mysterious 
Richard Hunter who asked for and ob- 
tained permission to give plays in New 
York sometime between 1699 and 1702,

What he has given usisa + 
panorama from a strato-liner. The present 

ter has not been privileged to traverse 
the ether in one of these heavenly ex- 
presses, but he now thinks he knows what 
the sensations are. There may be some

The civilian needs of Britain 
could be met and were being met 
without our subsidy. Britain was 
recovering from the burdens of 
the war until “the formidable 
problem of tae new rearmament 
has fallen upon us.” The civilian 
problem was a British problem. 
But this new rearmament had be- 
come “perforce” an American 
problem. 

The other big subject of the 
speech was the Far East, and 
there it is, I. think, fair to say 
that Mr. Churchill adopted the 
bedside manner of a doctor deal- 
ing with an excitable and ir- 
ritable patient.

The American people “have the 
guts to live with crisis” and for 
this reason will be able to avoid 
atomic war, Arthur Schlesinger 
Jr., Harvard University historian, 
said here last night. 

“Our policy of peace through 
strength won’t get peace at bar-/| 
gain basement “rates,” he_ said.

Schlesinger, 34-year-old asso- 
ciate professor, who won the Pul- 
itzer prize at the age of 26 for 
his book “The Age of Jackson,” 
addressed the Liberal Forum in 
the auditorium of the Y.M.H.A.- 
Y.W.H.A., 724 Union boulevard. 

He based his support of the 
peace-through-strength policy on 
a detailed analysis of Soviet for- 
eign policy, in which he empha- 
sized Russia’s compulsive hostil- 
ity short of general war. 

Russia Not Likely to Mellow. 

“I don’t believe that the Soviet 
will mellow,” he said. “The Stalin 
regime, I believe, will have to 
continue to stir up enmities. If 
it had no external enemy, it 
would have to invent one.” 

He added that the death of 
Stalin would result in a situation 
like the struggle for power after 
the death of Lenin. 

“The Soviet Union is commit- 
ted to the conquest of the world,” 
he said. “It cannot be satisfied 
with anything less than global 
dominion. The Soviet intentions 
resemble those of Naziism with 
one difference—the Nazis couldn’t 
wait, but the Soviets can.” 

Scoffing at frequent speculation

MOSCOW, Jan. 21 (AP) — The 
United States Embassy said today 
it had received a note from the 
Soviet foreign office declining an 
invitation to take part in the 
United Nations Committee on 
War Prisoners. 

The invitation was transmitted 
Jan, 8. The Soviet reply said the 
committee had been set up under 
the pressure of Britain and the 
United States., is “illegal” and 
that Russia, therefore, will have | 
nothing to do with it. 


The Soviets further described 
setting up the committee as an 
attempt to protect “war crimi- 
nals” who, the note claimed, have 
tried to start a third world war. 


The United States asked Rus- 
sia to join the U.N. move to free 
“hundreds of thousands” of 
“World War II prisoners remain- 
ing in Soviet captivity. The U.N. 
General Assembly ordered an in- 
vestigation of the war prisoner 
question a year ago and set up 
the committee to look into it. 


On several occasions Russia has 
declared it has returned all Ger- 
man and Japanese prisoners of 
war except those who are ill, con- 
victed of war crimes or under 
investigation because they are war 
crime suspects. 


878-FT. TELEGRAM 
SENT TO TRUMAN, 
31,306 SIGN IT

PHILIPPINES PRODUCE CLOTHES 


FROM BANANA, PINEAPPLE FIBER 


WASHINGTON (INS)—Clothes 


are now being made from pine- 
apple and banana fibers. The Mu- 
tual Security Agency reports that 
its Point Four technicians are 
helping Philippine Island citizens 
revive the weaving trade that dis- 
appeared at the end of the Span- 
ish occupation. 


They predict this long-range 


program of developing new fab- 
rics from pineapple and banana 
fibers will put the island weaving 


industry well on its way to a 
major place in the world textile 
market. The American tech- 
nicians have designed a new loom 
that is adapted to the Philippine 
people and raw materials. This 
loom will weave anything from 
pineapple fiber to jute. 

The banana fiber is described 
as soft with a slight sheen and a 
silvery cast. There also is a pina 
cloth, woven of barely visible 
strands of pineapple fiber, and 
jusi, a billowy silk material. .The 
banana fiber lends itself most 
easily to spinning, dyeing and 
bleaching, while the others are 
said to be harder to prepare. The 
technicians predict no difficulty 
fiber. development and spinning 
are solved.

The almost unheard-of-aspect of 
Charpiot’s plans is that, while 
changing from untrained to 
trained artist, he will also switch 
fields, from painting to sculpture 
and to allied crafts that can be 
practiced largely through sense 
of touch alone. This sense, he 
asserts, has already become more 
sensitive. He 1s convinced most 
blind persons have experienced 
similar increasing acuteness of 


the tactile sense. 


“We feel we are on the thres- 
hold of the greatest opportunity 
the blind have ever Known,” says 
Miss Madge Walker, district su- 
pervisor for the Bureau for the 
Blind. “There's new hope in 
sculpture and ceramics. Don can 
develop for others, the same as 
he has for himself, an apprecia- 
tion of the beauty of shape and 
form. And He also has the back- 
ground for teaching the safe use 
of equipment for making wood 
and metal products — cabinets, 
chairs, tables and trays. 

When Charpiot was 25 years 


old, he surprised his family with 
a charcoal sketch which he used 
as a guide for a small clay model, 
later executed in plaster. — his

ra OW do you feel about competition?” we asked teen-age 
} tease one day, as he came off the tennis court after 
winning five games in a row. “Do you like very much 

to win out over the others?” 

“Well, natch! Of course! Who doesn’t?” Teddy replied, 
looking as if he thought we must be out of our minds to ask 
such a dumb question. 

“How do you feel about it?” we asked his brother, Jud, 
who was lounging in the shade, eating a banana. “Doesn't 
make any difference to me,” replied Jud. “Long as I do the 
best I can, I don’t care about the others.” 

“Well, what I think,” put in their sister Teona, “is that 
you have to be careful about competition. If you do too well 
the other kids don’t like you, and anyway it would be embar- 
rassing if you were always the best in the class.”

HERE ARE THREE children, all in the same family, all 
brought up together in the same way, yet-each with a different 
feeling about competition. 

It is important for us to realize that this is quite usual— 
that different people by nature differ in their response to 
competitive situations. Children, for the most part, are not 
made competitive by their environment, though their environ- 
ments can bring out or exaggerate natural tendencies. Actually, 
it is often just the opposite. Competitive children often pro- 
duce or create a competitive situation. 

People often criticize the American culture for making 
our children too competitive. In answer to this criticism some 
schools have gone so far as to do away with grading systems 
altogether in an effort to cut down competition. Many of 
them have found, however, that if the school does not provide- 
them, that childfen make their own competitive situations. 

For, regardless of what the parent or teacher demands, 
there are children to whom competing—and winning—is the 
breath of life. There are others who truly shy away from 
competition, who shun the effort and would be embarrassed 
by the conspicuousness of winning. Others so strongly want 
to win, but fear they won't win, that they won't even try to 
compete.

THERE ARE OTHERS like the 10-year-o]d girl we met the 
other day, who are able to vary their competitiveness according 
to the demands of the situation. ‘This little girl told us: 

“Well, about competition—it depends on whom I’m against.

If I was against her, I'd want her to win because nobody likes 
her.

She explained to me the complex 
and far-reaching network of 
Youth Councils, and their affilia- 
tion on a higher level with the 
American Youth Congress. 

The organization of the Youth 
Council confronted me with prob- 
lems I had never before faced. 
I would have been lost if it had 
not been that at each turn I found 
the way paved ahead. 

It was uncanny how those to 
whom I was most solicitously re- 
ferred turned out to be the key 
figures in the brief and ignoble 
history of the Cambridge Youth 
Council. 

One of the first was Toni Grose. 
Within the first few days of my 
new undertaking I called on Miss 
Grose in her office at the Har- 
vard Student Union. Toni was 
big, hearty and attractive, fair but 
with a deep tan, her long blonde 
hair worn free. 

She promised me the full sup- 
port of her organization, assur- 
ing me that when the Council was 
called into session, delegate: from 
the Student Union would attend. 
Her group, she said, represented 
not only Harvard students, but 
students from women’s colleges 
in the Boston area as well, Rad- 
cliffe and Simmons among them. 


She made her office at 1384 
Massachusetts avenue available as 
my mailing address, since I could 
not handle the organizational ma- 
terial at my own office, and since 
my four-room apartment was now 
crowded with nursery equipment. 
Toni congratulated me on my im- 
pending fatherhood. She suggest- 
ed that she could also answer my 
telephone calls that might come 
to me, and generally keep her eye 
on the Council’s development; not 
that she wanted to intrude in any 
way, but as an aid to me, of 
course. 

She gave me the names of ad- 
ditional youth leaders in the Cam- 
bridge area, men and young wom- 
en on whom she was certain I 
could rely. There was Alice Sol- 
omont, then—and even now—a 
splendid youth leader in the Y.W. 
C.A., and my strong’ right hand 
through the periods of greatest 
trial. There were the Solomon 
brothers, Arthur and Sidney, to 
whom I was to become especially 
grateful in a fashion they scarce- 
ly intended. These two, togeth- 
er with Stanley Beecher, bore the 
hand of irony in the shaping of 
my destiny.

VERYONE in the country was 
E caught in 


Nat Mills called on me. We had 

no telephone at home. He rang 
me at the office and suggested a 
luncheon meeting at a restaurant 
in Harvard Square. Organiza- 
tional procedure was Nat Mills’ 
specialty. He knew what made 
the machinery work, and under- 
stood all of its intricacies and re- 
finements. ; 

“The first thing,” he told me 
in his cultivated drawl, “is to or- 
ganize a provisional forming com- 
mittee.
